LET YOUR LIGHT SHINE 

The efforts of nurserymen’s asso- 
ciations to protect the public, as well 
as their industry, from individuals or 
firms that victimize gardeners by 
unfair practices have gained consid- 
erable attention from those who may 
be said to represent them. Lately, in 
garden magazines and bulletins of 
garden clubs and horticultural socie- 
ties have appeared editorials to 
warn their readers against so-called 
gyp artists and to stress the impor- 
tance of dealing with established and 
reputable sellers. 

Some of the methods of the gyp 
artists are described, in the hope that 
the public will recognize sucker bait 
at sight and not be trapped. The 
methods mentioned are mostly those 
of newspaper or radio advertisers. 
But there are other victimizers of 
the public than those who operate 
by mail. Peddlers and local operators 
likewise can fleece a gullible public. 

The suggestion is offered, but not 
enough stressed, that responsible 
nurserymen can do much to keep 
their prospective customers from sad 
experiences, chiefly by making 
themselves known and _ recognized 
by the public. How is a homeowner 
in a suburban or metropolitan com- 
munity to distinguish between the 
names in the telephone book when 
he wishes to order a landscape job? 
In some places the members of a 
local organization use cooperative 
advertising, and this is effective in 
accordance with its extent, but is 
likely to be spasmodic and inade- 
quate. Perhaps it is the best means 
to the desired end in a_ populous 
community, where landscape nurs- 
erymen are numerous and 
paper advertising rates are high. But 
there can be no better method, afte 
all, than the individual nurseryman’s 
making himself known in his sales 
area by the character of his adver- 
tising, direct-mail or newspaper, as 
well as by his work. 

Many landscape firms report gain- 
ing their prospects by the recomen- 
dations of their customers, which is 
a commendable and effective meth- 
od. But with the sudden increase in 
homeowners and gardeners, many

of these become buyers before they 
know neighbors to ask for advice. 

There is the important considera- 
tion that the public likes to go where 
it is invited, even urged, to go. By 
his silence the reputable nurseryman 
leaves the field open to the unscrupu- 
lous operators he deprecates. 

When the responsible nurserymen 
advertise so that they are known, 
not just by their customers, but by 
their communities at large, the gyp 
artists, of whatever type, will find 
fewer victims among the public and 
will ultimately find the field an un- 
profitable one in which to operate. 


HOME-PLANTING DESIGN 


The majority of plantings made by 
nurserymen about small homes are 
scarcely of sufficient size, in area 
or amount of stock used, to warrant 
the application of so ponderous a 
term as landscape design to their 
preparation. In few 
design prepared beyond some pencil 
sketches, and in many not even those 
are made. The customer—his job is 
hardly of such size as to merit calling 
him a client—may point out to the 
nurseryman some neighbor’s planting 
that pleases him, and that is more o1 
less followed. Or the nurseryman 
has a pattern for such jobs that he 
varies a little so that there will not 
be too close resemblance, especially 
between home plantings in the same 
block. Often the job is too small to 
consider any other procedure. 

But it is unwise to underestimate 
the importance of these jobs when 
they are performed for the owners 
of the homes, rather than for a 
speculative builder. Not a few of 


cases is any 


these homeowners will join the in- 
creasing ranks of home gardeners, 
so that the small job is just a be- 
ginning. If the job is done in a 
perfunctory fashion—an evergreen 
on each side of the entrance, shrubs 
at the corners and a hedge or row 
of flowering shrubs at the property 
lines—the homeowner has bought 
nursery stock and nothing 
more. Unless there is recommenda- 
tion in the quality of the stock itself, 
there is little reason why the cus- 
tomer should seek out that nursery- 
man another season. 

With a little thought and study 
given to each job—besides the nec- 
essary preparation of learning some- 
thing about the principles of design 
from the excellent books on the 


some 


subject—the nurseryman can mak: 
his planting form a picture or pat- 
tern which has in itself appeal to 
the eye and the aesthetic sense. The 
relationship of the plants to one 
another and to the property will 
individualize the planting, for all 
to see. 

When such distinctive plantings 
are made, the homeowner will ex- 
press his pleasure by further patron 
age, and neighbors will have some 
reason to follow suit. 

The small amount of time and 
effort required to apply principles 
of design to home plantings of 
modest size will be well-invested, not 
alone for the immediate benefit to 
the customer and for the advantag: 
of the community, but as a sales- 
making measure by the nurseryman 
in his own interests. 


SERVICE TO ADVERTISERS

On large-size advertisements, and 
particularly those carrying a lengthy 
price list of plants whose Latin 
names are unfamiliar to most print- 
ers, the type-setting requires consid- 
erable time, as does the proofreading 
necessary for complete accuracy. If 
advertisers using such lists would 
send in their copy in advance of the 
closing date, they might make last- 
minute changes in prices or elimina- 
tion of sold items without interfer- 
ing with the magazine’s press sched- 
ule. If such advertisers send in thei 
copy a week or two before closing 
date, proofs can be supplied to make 
the eleventh-hour changes easier.

Board of Directors’ Meeting 
Prior to the first general business 
sessions on Tuesday, September 15,

gresses, clipping services will indicate 
the extent of the coverage. 

The Bedding Plant chapter, un- 
der the direction of its secretary, 
Jack Mather, has conducted a pub- 
licity program for the past 18 months 
that, according to Jim Perry, has 
produced fine results. Surveys indi- 
cate that approximately 18 per cent 
of the contacts use the material sup- 
plied. Mr. Perry stated further that 
mats and pictures with the copy 
helped insure their usage. 

In commenting upon the year just 
past, Executive Secretary Elmet 
Merz pointed out that he felt it was 
one of the most important legislative 
seasons of recent years. Among the 
measures affecting the industry that 
were passed by the assembly and 
signed by Governor Warren were a 
law permitting the elimination of 
manifest requirements on pinto tag 
shipments both for horticultural 
products and seeds, the ultimate aim 
of the program being, according to 
Mr. Merz, the eventual elimination 
of inspection at the destination, and 
a measure giving authority to Cali- 
fornia inspectors to reject inter- 
state stock shipments considered to 
be in a dead or dying condition. 

In other legislative matters, the 
state organization helped to defeat 
a bill that would have curtailed the 
construction work of landscape con- 
tractors, helped to pass a measure 
protecting group insurance programs 
and supported a bill giving the state 
the right to operate more state

nurseries but prohibiting sale of state- 
grown trees for planting on private 
lands. 

While protecting the interests of 
the California nurseries, Mr. Merz 
examined some 6.000 bills submitted 
for consideration by the assembly. 
Of this total, some 250 were sorted 
out as affecting the industry. Finally, 
about 100 were discussed by the 
C. A. N. legislative committee for 
possible action. 

A special note of commendation 


AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 
was accorded Mr. Merz by the board 


for his outstanding job in protecting 
the industry in California. 

Delving into the problem of licens- 
ing landscape architects, Mr. Merz 
explained that beginning June 1, 
1954, no one will be able to use this 
title without being licensed. Jack 
Evans is expected to be appointed 
a member of the examining board 
as the representative from the nurs- 
ery industry. A “grandfather” clause 
in the bill will permit issuance of a 
license without an examination up 
to June 1, 1954, if satisfactory evi- 
dence is presented that such work 
has been done by the applicant for 
a year or more. 

Personal Property Tax 

The perennial problem of the per- 
sonal property tax upon growing 
was discussed. Mr. Merz advised 
that, since the industry cannot 
supply as of now an over-all basic 
rate for the evaluation of growing 
crops, each case must be considered 
basis as it arises, and 
that the state organization stand 
ready at any time to aid any firm 
in a test case involving this tax prob- 
lem. Jim Perry urged that some plan 
be formed on a state-wide level to 
establish a foundation for determin- 


on a county 


ing this question. 

During the past year, an important 
decision has been rendered in regard 
to the use tax relating to materials 
such as soil, peat moss, sand, stakes, 
trellis and others. One large Cali- 
fornia nursery firm obtained a favor- 
able opinion in court concerning the 
taxing of the materials used in con-

Oregon Group Approves Partial 


Reorganization at Fall Meeting 


By James A, Doty 


Outstanding speakers, including 
John Siebenthaler, president of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, a symposium and a_ round- 
table discussion all contributed to 
give the Oregon Association of Nurs- 
erymen a successful and well-attend- 
ed annual fall meeting. The meeting 
was held September 10 and 11 at 
the Multnomah hotel, Portland. 
Presided over by President Lynn 
Brooks, the first morning’s business 
session featured a partial reorganiza- 
tion of the association and revision 
of the constitution and bylaws. 


Changes in Policy 


Heretofore management has been 
vested in a board of directors con- 
sisting of three members of the ex- 
ecutive committee and the board of 
trustees, which was composed of the 
last three presidents. The addition 
of two more members to this board 
of directors, to be elected from the 
membership at large, was approved 
by the nurserymen. One other major 
change in association policy was 
made, and that was the change of 
the “annual” meeting from its usual 
time in fall to the date of the Janu- 
ary meeting. This will set the elec- 
tion of officers back to January, 
which will coincide with the asso- 
ciation’s fiscal year and will allow 
for a more recreational Septembet 
meeting. The present officers, includ- 


ing Lynn Brooks, president; James 
A. Doty, first vice-president, and 
W. P. Nuffer, second vice-president, 
will continue in office until January. 

Of value to any trade organiza- 
tion is a so-called outside speaker 
who can offer a constructive picture 
of the business outlook and identify 
the current economic trends. The 
Oregon Association of Nurserymen 
was fortunate in having as its guest 
Dr. Frank Munk, protessor ol politi- 
cal science at Reed College, Port- 
land, Ore. In his talk, Dr. Munk 
stated that an economic era is com- 
ing to an end, that the trend is 
toward less world-wide political bar- 
gaining. There seems to be a lessen- 
ing of the expectation of war, espe- 
cially in Europe. As Dr. Munk put 
it, there seems to be an increasing 
tendency for self-interest to prevail 
and a turning of attention to home. 
The trend seems to be away from 
international alliances, and among 
nations there is a growing tendency 
to “go it alone.” Dr. Munk stated 
that the Marshall Plan and othe: 
aids have made Europe different 
than it was earlier. The countries 
there are now better situated and 
have been rehabilitated and, as a 
result, they think more of their self- 
interest and of alone.” 
Also, the eastern portion of Europe, 
behind the iron curtain, is in a period 
of unrest. All these conditions are 


“going it 
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certain to affect domestic business 

Dr. Munk stated that one danger 
of the “go it alone” attitude, which 
has increased, is the tendency for 
less cooperation among the allied 
nations. Any wedge driven between 
America and its allies is going to aid 
communism. This tendency has 
already weakened allied unity, as 
can be seen in the minor disagree- 
ments in the United Nations and in 
the Korean War stalemate. 

Going on to explain the cconomic 
position of American business in a 
rising tide of nationalism abroad, 
Dr. Munk stated that the allies no 
longer need as much aid as has pre- 
viously been given. There was origi- 
nally the need to fill the dollar gap, 
but now the European nations have 
a good money supply. Also, and ex- 
tremely important, is the fact that 
the dollars are not now coming back 
to the United States as was origi- 
nally hoped. As America changes 
from a wal economy, there is a 
greater supply of materials, as wan 
needs are not pressing, and increased 
competition abroad as a result. The 
competition of Germany, Great 
Britain, Japan and the United States 
is already being felt in the so-called 
world free markets. Dr. Munk stated 
that this would undoubtedly affect 
the local market and increase com- 
petition locally. 


Adjustment Easier for Nurserymen 


In his concluding statements Dr. 
Munk said that perhaps the adjust- 
ment would be easier for nursery- 
men than for others, because the 
nursery industry is fundamentally a 
down-to-earth business. Because the 
trend is to focus attention on the 
home again, the individual 
American will have more leisure 
time for home gardening. Also, inter- 
national tensions have created the 
desire in many to escape to the home 
and its activities. Dr. Munk urged 
that nurserymen take advantage of 
these factors in their merchandising 
and stimulate this desire for recrea- 
tion about the home garden and the 
beautification of the home itself. 

In the early afternoon of Septem- 
ber 10 a special report was given by 
Clyde Stocking, member of _ the 
A. A. N. board of directors for region 
6. Mr. Stocking gave an up-to-the- 
minute report on the business activi- 
ties of the association which have 
benefited the industry greatly during 
the past year. 

Inspired by the agenda of the 
A. A. N. convention in July at New 
York, the Oregon association held a 
symposium Thursday afternoon on 
“Nursery Production and Salesman- 
ship.” The symposium was every bit

as successful, comparatively speak- 
ing, as its larger counterpart at the 
A. A. N. meeting. Full audience 
participation aided the success of the 
discussions, which were on contain- 
er-grown stock for year-around 
planting, self-service sales and sales- 
yard techniques in selling. Lacking 
in the Oregon symposium was the 
discussion of new machinery, al- 
though A. A. N. President John Sie- 
benthaler offered to relate his expe- 
riences with the use of Muscovy 
ducks for weed control. 

Highlighting the meeting of the 
second morning were reports by 
A. N. “Al” Roberts, of Oregon State 
College, and John Siebenthaler. Mr. 
Roberts reported on “What’s New 
in Horticulture” and reviewed de- 
velopments in the science of horticul- 
ture, including the educational pro- 
eram for it in the colleges. He also 
reviewed the many new phases of 
the science being worked out experi- 
mentally and applied daily in the 
industry. 

President Siebenthaler’s Address 

The O. A. N. was indeed honored 
to have President Siebenthaler in 
attendance at its annual meeting. In 
his speech Mr. Siebenthaler urged 
temperance among the nurserymen. 
That is, he stated, tolerance among 
nurserymen. He urged teamwork 
among nurserymen and trust in 
other neighbors and merchants of 
other industries. The subject of Mr. 
Sicbenthaler’s report to the member- 
ship was the objectives, the projects 
and the activities of the A. A. N. He 
enumerated the projects and activi- 
ties by telling of the 
objectives. These objectives were as 
follows: l The cultivation of 
friendship. (2) The promotion of 
greater use of nursery products. He 
stated that this has been done 
through the market development 
and publicity committee and “Plant 
America.” (3) The improvement of 
horticultural science and education 
in the nursery industry. Here there 
has been cooperative work through 
colleges and publications. (4) The 
advancement of ethical trade prac- 
tices. This is exemplified, he said, in 
actions by the A. A. N. 
against unethical advertising. (5 
Cooperation with allied industries on 
various problems, especially between 
trade groups. (6 Phe protection ol 
the industry from harmful legisla- 
tion. Mr. Siebenthaler here enum- 
erated examples of legislative work 
that has been done through Execu- 
tive Secretary Richard P. White at 
Washington, D. C. (7) The gather- 
ing and dissemination of general 
information for the benefit of the 


association's 


recent 


industry and its members. Projects 
were cited whereby the association 
had greatly benefited the industry 
and its individual members. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Siebenthaler extended 
an invitation to all new members to 
help carry their load of the indus- 
try by participating as a member of 
the A. A. N.

Touring the nurseries, the visitors 
saw beds with 55,000 azaleas for 
this year’s sales and some 90 acres 
of nursery stock, including some nice 
blocks of abelia, wax privet, mag- 
nolias and shrubs.

Broggi’s: What Specialization 


Can Do for a Retail Nursery

Broggi’s Garden Spot, at Brook- 
field, Ill., is, as John Broggi terms 
it, a “family affair.” Beyond that, 
it is a profitable business, a model of 
orderly, well-planned self-service lay- 
out and a prime example of what 
specialization in a nursery enterprise 
can bring about. 

Owned and operated by John 
Broggi and his wife, Anne, the shop 
occupies a corner lot, with busy 
Ogden avenue in front and a quiet 
side street, where cars can park, 
at one side. At the front and on 
both sides of the shop are graveled 
salesyards where plants are dis- 
played; inside, shelves, counters and 
display space are devoted to ferti- 
lizers, weed killers, seeds, peat moss, 
mechanical equipment and similar 
staple merchandise. 

No adjacent ground is available 
for the growing of stock, and, as 
the Broggi family consisting of 
John and Anne and their two chil- 
dren occupy an apartment above 
the garden shop, and other spac« 
in the building is utilized for 
age, not even flats of annuals can 
be raised on the premises. Every 
tree, bush, evergreen, geranium, 
pansy or petunia sold—;and there are 
many —- must be purchased from 
wholesalers and held and cared for 
in the salesyard until sold. The

garden shop sells every type of plant 
that can be handled in this way and 
specializes in just one thing—selling. 


Cigar Box Cash Register 


Broggi’s Garden Spot was started 
six years ago with a borrowed scale. 
a cigar box for a cash register and 
no shelves or counters—just bare 
walls, with the stock piled around 
on the floor of the original store. 
The Broggis had made their home 
at Brookfield for 12 years previously 
and had become enthusiastic ama- 
teur gardeners. John Broggi had 
advanced to the point where he 
mixed his own plant foods, a feat 
which put him in the “advanced 
amateur” class among hobby 
deners. Eventually it 
the couple that the town needed a 
garden shop and that they were just 
the people to start one. 

Although they made a profit the 
first year, looking back on the early 
struggles and uncertainties of estab- 
lishing the they wonde1 
if—knowing how hard it was—they 
would do it over again.

etc. 

A few vears ago, the Broggis had 
a custome specialized in 
dahlias. One day John Broggi mad 
a delivery to her house and found 
her in the kitchen surrounded by 
dozens of bushel baskets of dahlia 
roots, working on a cutting board 
dividing them. From this customer, 
knowledge of her specialty 
was so extensive that she could walk 
into a strange garden and unerringly 
identify most varieties at sight, the 
Broggis enlarged their knowledge of 
dahlia culture.

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Large Group Enjoys Program at 
Sixth Canadian Short Course 


By L. C. Keith 


‘The sixth annual short course of 
the Canadian Association of Nurs- 
erymen, held at the University of 
Western Ontario, London, Ont., was 
well-attended, in spite of soaring 
temperatures, and illustrated the in- 
creasing popularity of the course. 
The final total was over 130 per- 
sons, a noticeable increase over last 
year. 

The program was designed to give 
up-to-date information on merchan- 
dising, new plant introductions, re- 
search facilities, landscaping for 
small homes and techniques of grow- 
ing. 

The short course was officially 
opened by Dr. Frank Stiling, Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario, and 
Chairman Ken Rogers, Rosehall 
Nurseries, Ltd., Brantford, Ont. Af- 
ter an excellent film on the AIl- 
America Rose Selections contrib- 
uted by Germain’s, Inc., of Cal- 
ifornia, Joseph Poleo, Ilgenfritz 
Nurseries, Inc., Monroe, Mich., held 
the interest of his audience with his 
discussion of “Proved Methods of 
Merchandising.” Mr. Poleo, being 
well-apprised of merchandising 
trends in the United States, pro- 
vided his audience with many pro- 
gressive ideas. His delivery was 
excellent and encouraged an easy 
atmosphere, which led to the ex- 
change of many practical ideas. 


Operating the Sales Station 


In the afternoon Mr. Poleo spoke 
on “Sales Station Operation.” This 
session, as well as the one in the 
morning, went well into overtime 
when those in attendance asked 
questions about his work and wanted 
advice on their own problems. 

Mr. Poleo organized the high- 
lights of his talk into three sections, 
“attractive packages,” “proper sales 
approach” and “paying commissions 
to the staff and sales station work- 
ers.” In discussing packaging, he ad- 
vised having bright, gay packages 
of outstanding color. At the time 
of year that nursery stock is sold, 
it is not presentable, with its bare 
branches and lack of leaves and flow- 
ers. An attractive package will in- 
terest the customer in buying the 
stock. He also suggested that where 
nurserymen have a sales station store 
and sell such commodities as fer- 
tilizer, seeds, etc., they should have 


at least the products of two com- 
peting firms to offer the customer. 
They should also be certain that 
these competitors have their prod- 
ucts in an attractive package. 


In his talk on sales approach, Mr. 
Poleo stated that he had noticed 
in several sales stations besides his 
own that the approach was not of 
good choice. So many clerks would 
say, “Can I help you?” or “Any- 
thing I can do for you, sir?” Nat- 
urally the person was there to be 
helped and wanted to buy something. 
He suggested that the prospective 
customer be approached on such 
topics as the weather, etc. If they 
have children he advocated chatting 
with them and admiring them, so 
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that parents would feel at home be- 
fore being approached with any sales 
line. 

Mr. Poleo suggested that the sales 
staff should be on a commission basis 
in the sales store. He recommended 
approximately 10 per cent; or, if 
the salesmen were operating out of 
the salesyard and doing private sales 
and home calls only, he suggested 
25 per cent. However, he agreed 
that it is entirely up to the indi- 
vidual proprietor of each sales sta- 
tion to know what commission to 
use in his own salesyard. 

In the discussion period various 
questions were brought up. During 
this period he gave such advice as 
to use plastic wax, which is put out 
by a number of firms, for spraying 
evergreens and foliage plants during 
the months of June to September, to 
promote longer sales in sales sta- 
tions and to aid landscaping. He said 
this spray has been a great success 
in the United States. 

Although lectures and discussions

A. A. R. S., stated that the garden 


at the U.N. is part of the rose asso- 
ciation’s program to “Beautify 
America with Roses.” Gardens have 
already been established at New 
Orleans and Detroit as memorials 
to the war dead of those cities, and 
other installations are planned for 
the future. 

The U.N. garden is laid out in 
two rows of 10 squares each.

Pointers on 
Propagation 


The propagation of Acer palma- 
tum varieties was one of the main 
topics discussed at the meeting of 
the Plant Propagators Society last 
winter, and the wide diversity of 
opinions expressed then made one 
wonder if there was any “right way” 
to propagate this and many othe: 
plants. While airing the methods of 
propagating Acer palmatum atro- 
purpureum, discussion finally cen- 
tered upon the rooting of cuttings, 
and here the widest possible varia- 
tion in methods appeared. I lis- 
tened with the keenest attention to 
all that was said, because I intended 
to make tests this summer to try to 
root this plant. Reports had been 
coming in that growers on Long 
Island and in Virginia were rooting 
them and that the plants developed 
well after rooting; so there seemed 
no reason why it should not be done 
by anyone. 

I had first come upon tests in the 
rooting of Acer palmatum atropur- 
pureum when on a short visit to 
Boskoop, Holland, in 1946. I was 
there in late June and _ noticed 
batches of cuttings taken from thin 
soft tips. The cuttings had been 
inserted around the edge of 3-inch 
pots—a favorite method of the Dutch 
propagators—in a peat and sand me- 
dium and the pots then plunged in 
peat under double glass. I was told 
that the cuttings rooted well under 
these conditions, but when I tried it

in this country a year or two late 
we immediately ran into trouble with 
fungus attacking the soft tips of the 
cuttings in the highly humid and 
close atmosphere of the sweat box. 
In the past few years there has been 
such a keen demand for maples that 
I felt obliged to keep all my current 
season’s wood for grafting scions in 
the winter so that, apart from a few 
tests carried out last year on dormant 
cuttings, nothing much had been 


done. 


Dormant Hardwood Cuttings 


It might be well to dispose of this 
question of dormant cuttings first. 
We took cuttings of strong wood, 
of current season’s growth in mid- 
winter, when the plants were com- 
pletely dormant. The cuttings were 
exactly similar to our normal graft- 
ing scion, about six inches in length, 
with two nodes. We made one heavy 
wound, treated the cuttings with 
various hormones and inserted them 
in sand, in sand and peat and in 
vermiculite. Under the gentle heat 
of the greenhouse the dormant buds 
broke into immediate growth and, 
somewhat later, a few cuttings root- 
ed. Those that did so were potted 
and grew with moderate vigor, but 
not by any standard could one say 
the results were satisfactory. After 
trying this for two years we decided 
that the dormant method was no 
good. Then last season I inserted a

small test of firm summer cuttings 
in our greenhouse, where we were 
trying many things in the open but 
under constant mist. These also did 
not succeed well. A few rooted with 
moderate vigor, but again the results 
lacked the zest of a resounding suc- 
cess. 

After these small efforts, I felt 
that we were more or less challenged 
to do something about it; so I lis- 
tened to the discussions with great 
attention. The question was raised 
did it help to chiil the cuttings? 
Someone said that it had been tried 
and found useless. Another grower 
suggested that perhaps the answer 
was to bring plants in under glass 
and induce early growth. It is well- 
known that cuttings taken from 
plants growing under glass often root 
with greater ease than those taken 
from plants growing in the open. 
This is an old dodge of the skilled 
propagator when trying to root a 
particularly difficult and stubborn 
plant. 

Carl Kern, Sr., of the Wyoming 
Nurseries, Cincinnati, O., reported 
that he had used this method for 
rooting the green Acer palmatum 
with success when he was short of 
understocks, and Jack Blauw, our 
propagator, confirmed that rooting 
of the green Acer palmatum present- 
ed no great difficulty. But, although 
we had a broad discussion on the

Uses Soil Conditioner in 


Establishment of Lawn 


The use of a synthetic chemical 
soil conditioner in establishing lawns 
in poor grades of subsoil at sub- 
stantial traditional 
lawn-building methods, has been re- 
ported by Jack W. Evans, Evans & 
Reeves Nurseries, Los Angeles, Calif. 

While the conditioner has been 
used by this firm in a number of 
residential projects in the southern 
California area, its use was particu- 
larly significant, according to Mr. 
Evans, in treating 70,000 square feet 
of heavy clay subsoil surrounding 
the office building of the Rand Corp.. 
Santa Monica. 

In January, Mr. Evans, who is 
the 1952-53 president of California 
Association of Nurserymen, inspect- 
ed the area and found that the exist- 
ing soil was “extremely heavy clay 
adobe, not suitable in its present 
condition for lawn work.” He also 
said that “the removal of the sub- 
soil—and_ replacement with topsoil 

in this instance would have been 
impractical and uneconomical. Since 
the subsoil was reasonably fertile, 
with average weed seed content, it 
was decided to convert the subsoil 
into topsoil by the use of a chemical 
soil conditioner.” 

Nursery and landscape men in 
general are familiar with tests which 
have shown the effectiveness and 
longevity of conditioners in estab- 
lishment of new lawns in “problem” 
soil areas, but Mr. Evans’ chief ob- 
jective was to learn whether a con- 
ditioner could be used economically 
on a large-scale landscaping project 


Savings ove! 


The application of the material in 
the case of the Rand Corp. grounds 
was felt to be a valid test case, as 
the same soil is found throughout the 
west Los Angeles, Santa Monica and 
Pacific Palisades areas. Similar 
soils, difficult to manage because of 
structural breakdown in the face of 
rain and sun, are found in numerous 
other sections of the country. 


Cost Comparisons 


Cost comparisons between use ol 
a conditioner and use of topsoil or 
sod—the factor which led to use of 
a conditioner in this instance—are 
interesting. While costs vary region- 
ally and locally, a representative cost 
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for a good grade of topsoil is $5 
to a cubic yard. This amount will 
cover 108 square feet to a 3-inch 
depth, at a cost of approximately 5 
cents to a square foot. Conditione: 
was used in the Rand Corp. proj- 
ect at the rate of one pound of 
Loamaker (a professional formula 
tion of Krilium) to a 100 square 
feet, at a cost of 24% cents to a square 
foot. This cost is computed on a 
retail basis, and the cost computed 
at the dealer or nurseryman rate 

a more accurate yardstick in the 
landscaping 
jobs—is 1.8 cents to a square foot 


case of professional 

Sod prices vary regionally even 
more than topsoil prices. While sod 
can occasionally be obtained for as 
low as 40 cents to a square yard 
its cost is generally a good deal high 
er than that figure, running to $1.25 
and more to a square yard. The cost 
of a chemical soil conditioner ap- 
plied to a 3-inch depth will aver- 
age, on a retail basis, 22.5 cents to 
a square yard and on a dealer o1 
nurseryman basis 16.2 cents to a 
square yard. Since the retail costs 
of fertilizer will not average more 
than 1.8 cents to a square yard, 
and seed costs on the same. basis 
will average not more than 5 to 9 
cents, the lower cost of conditione 
plus seed and fertilizer is evident. 

In commenting on his use of a 
soil conditioner in the Rand project 
Mr. Evans pointed out that under 
certain soil and topographical con- 
ditions, such as the sandstone and 
rock which prevail in parts of the 
nearby Bel Air district, he recom 
mends various other lawn-building 
materials, such as topsoil, sod o1 
combinations of these, or combina- 
tions of them with a conditioner.

Praeger’s contention that the spe- 
cies is constant, it varies not a littl 
as it travels over the south from 
Georgia to the Potomac valley and 
westward to Missouri. Nor does it 
appear from the available literature 
that gardeners recognize a difference 
in hardiness of material from differ- 
ent parts of its range. Actually, plants 
from Georgia and South Carolina 
have not been hardy in our trials: 
most of the collections from Virginia 
were fairly hardy, and one lot from 
West Virginia was entirely hardy. 
There is also a considerable differ- 
ence in color and size of leaf. In 
trials here, the ones with greenish ol 
grayish leaves were the more delicate, 
requiring some shade during the hot- 
test part of the day if they were to do 
their best or even if they were to per- 
sist for any length of time. A form 
with reddish leaves, permanently red 
regardless of exposure, which came 
to us as variety beyrichianum (which 
it certainly is not, for Praeger calls 
it greener than the type, with barren 
shoots longer and a lax rosette), was 
not only able to take full sun with 
impunity, but could stand more dry 
weather than any nevi form we eve 
grew. Because of all these good 
points it was the best form for land- 
scape use that we ever grew, and I 
should be glad to get hold of it again 
If you are interested in good, small 
plants, I am sure that it will pay 
you to keep a close watch on Sedum 
nevi as it grows in different gardens 


Stenanthium

what Stenanthium robustum (there 
seems to be no common name for 
the plant) looks like and what it is 
good for in the garden and you art 
apt to get an evasive answer or a 
blank stare. That is all the more 
remarkable, too, because it grows

Variegated Iris 

Variegated foliage could no doubt 
become tiresome even to those who 
do not consider it “corruption of 
good greenery by evil company,” if 
it were carried too far. Yet, used 
in moderation and in right associa- 
tions, it can become the life of the 
garden. 

An iris, presumably Iris pallida 
delicata, is an example.

A correspondent asks for a short 
list of good mullein species. The 
following list is submitted: Verbas- 
cum pannosum, with silvery-white 
leaves and 3 to 5-foot spikes of large, 
sulphur-yellow flowers in July and 
August; V. phoeniceum, a 15 to 30- 
inch mullein, with slender spikes of 
flowers in a wide color range, vary- 
ing from pinks through shades of 
mauve and violet to deep purple and 
an occasional brown and white: V. 
wiedemannianum from the Cauca- 
sus, with rich violet flowers on 2-foot 
stems, and the stately V. olympicum, 
which may grow as high as nine feet 
under good culture and produces its 
bright yellow flowers in July and 
early August. The foregoing leaves 
out of account a long list of hybrids, 
including the lovely, pure white Miss 
Willmott, and a long list of new 
named varieties, but the inquiry was 
for species and there are close to 
300 of them. The species are grown 
from seeds and the hybrids from 


root cuttings.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


SOME UNPOPULAR PLANTS 


Along with the fads and fashions 
of plants and the waxing and waning 
of popularity of some plants, there is 
still another kind of unpredictabil- 
ity in demand, and this affects plants 
which seem to have pleasing charac- 
teristics yet do not appear to be 
popular. 

As nurserymen, we grow these 
plants because when we look at them 
they appear to have enough attrac- 
tiveness to make them sell; we have 
enough calls for them when we do 
not have them, and they arouse cus- 
tomer curiosity. But after we grow 
a modest supply we find we really 
do not sell many. 

The unpopularity of these plants 
arises either from some counterbal- 
ancing unattractive feature or, in 
many Cases, because they are plants 
of in-between size—too large a shrub 
or too small a tree. 

The broad-leaved evergreens are 
my favorites, but even here we find 
some unpopular subjects, among 
them the leatherleaf viburnum, 
which I have mentioned before. An- 
other is Elaeagnus pungens which, 
in spite of its fragrant flowers, pretty 
fruit and evergreen leaf, is often 
turned down by customers because 
they do not like silvery-leaved plants. 
They like their greens dark and 
shiny. While speaking of elaeagnus, 
we do not find the Russian olive, E. 
angustifolia, popular in our humid 
climate, nor even the attractive E. 
umbellata. These are intermediate 
trees, which are hard to use, have 
silvery leaves and die back in humid 
climates. 

Another broad-leaved evergreen 
not at all popular is Berberis wil- 
sonae, introduced by E. H. Wilson. 
We had a row of them once and 
never sold one. The foliage tends to 
turn an off-shade of red almost iden- 
tical to the berries, so that the latter 
are never noticed. The plant is aw- 
fully spiny, too. 

A pretty little tree or large shrub 
that has turned out as lacking in pur- 
chasers is the smoke tree, cotinus. It, 
too, is a little large for the shrub 
border, and yet when one finds a 
place for it, say where you would 
plant a flowering tree, it is the latter 
that is usually planted. Calls for them 
are infrequent. 

Among the common shrubs con- 


tinuing in popularity year after year, 
such as spiraea, forsythia, mock 
orange, etc., there is one that seems 
to have fallen from grace. The com- 
mon, upright, shrubby deutzias have 
almost completely faded from gen- 
eral use, leaving only the little Deut- 
zia gracilis still popular. Here again 
it seems to be size and the gray- 
green leaves that make them un- 
popular. The failing popularity in 
many sections of the common rose 
of Sharon could be due to the foliage 
color and to the way it seeds itself 
all over the place. 

One of the most beautiful berried 
plants I have ever seen is Photinia 
villosa at maturity, yet it is not easy 
to sell, because, again, the foliage is 
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covered with grayish hairs (villosa 
means that), and it grows about 20 
feet high, with a number of trunks 
starting right from the base. 

The early flowering of the common 
pussy willow always made it a popu- 
lar plant, yet we have seen interest 
in this plant decrease considerably 
in the last few years. I do not know 
whether it is a matter of size or not 
In fact the willow family 
seem to be as popular as it 
to be; the Babylonian weeping wil- 
low used to be extremely popular in 
this land of rivers and bays, but it no 
longer is, perhaps owing to canker.

If you are the kind of nurseryman 
that we are and like to try new 
things, perhaps it would be well to 
keep these hints about color and size 
in mind. Rich green, shiny foliage is 
popular now; gray is unpopular. And, 
because of modern architecture, 
small and dwarf shrubs are most in 
demand, and trees must be medium- 
size or full-size, the half tree or half 
shrub being hard to use.

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Nebraskans Visit Field Station 


By Charles W. Andrews 


This year’s summer meeting of the 
Nebraska Association of Nurserymen 
was held August 26 and 27 at the 
Cheyenne horticultural field station, 
Cheyenne, Wyo., which is the federal 
experiment station for several states 
in the central Great Plains region 
Colorado, Wyoming, Nebraska and 
parts of Utah. 


About 30 persons made up the 
visiting group, including James 
Adams, of the Nebraska North 


Platte experiment station; his as- 
sistant, Glen Viehmeyer; Prof. L. E. 
Quinlan, of Kansas State College, 
Manhattan; Don Moffet, of Mount 
Arbor Nurseries, Shenandoah, Ia., 
who brought a generous supply of 
notebooks, and Wayne Whitney, ex- 
tension horticulturist, and Carl 
Loerch, extension forester, both from 
Nebraska College of Agriculture. 

The entire group met for lunch 
at the Cheyenne airport restaurant 
August 26. Dr. A. C. Hildreth, di- 
rector of the Cheyenne station and 
the host for the summer meeting, 
briefed the visitors on the activities 
to follow. The party then moved 
out to the field station. 

The afternoon was spent touring 
the propagating houses and fields in 
the company of Dr. Powers, a plant 
breeder at the station. 

In the evening, the executive com- 
mittee, consisting of President Duard 
Cronn, North Platte; Vice-president 
Jack Erickson, Kearney, and Secre- 
tary Charles W. Andrews, Omaha, 
met in the Plains hotel with James 
Moore and Glen Viehmeyer, of the 
North Platte station. 


Cite Need for More Research 


The need for more horticultural 
research in Nebraska was discussed 
at this meeting, and the responsibility 
for the needed increase, it was 
agreed, should fall on both the state 
and the nurserymen. A _ particular 
need, the men decided, is for more 
funds for use in plant-breeding work, 
this work having been curtailed 
because of wartime shortages and 
not yet resumed. 

The group started out again the 
next morning and witnessed first a 
demonstration of tree boring to cor- 
rect a chlorotic condition. Mr. 
Brown, a chemist, who was the dem- 
onstrator, showed how holes three 
eighths of an inch could be bored to 
a depth of one and one-half inches 
in the trunk. Each hole was placed 
two and one-half to three inches 


apart. Therefore, a tree with a 24- 
inch diameter would take one hole. 
A %-inch spout funnel the 
means by which the holes were filled 
almost to the top with iron citrate. 
The holes were sealed. Mr. Brown 
suggested that nurserymen using this 
method should try to fill each tree 
with about one gram to each inch of 
caliper. The time for this treatment 
is late spring, he said, and he added 
that he prefers to use iron citrate 
rather than iron phosphate. Mr. 
Brown showed the group a lawn fer- 
tilized with ammonium and iron 
sulphate, five pounds of each for 
each 1,000 square feet. The station 
does not generally use sulphur for 
treatment of its grounds. The scien- 
tists there claim that sulphur is not 
needed as an agent, and it is added 
to the soil only when the soil is 
found deficient in it.

The group then moved out into 
the shrub fields, where Dr. Hildreth 
showed the many varieties the sta- 
tion had succeeded in developing and 
explained the advantages some of 
them had in the climate of the area 
Dr. Hildreth many ques- 
tions at this time, adding more in- 
formation to his earlier discussions 
about the work and purpose of the 
station. The station exists to do re- 
search in horticulture exclusively, 
with the object of making living in

Colorado Field Trip 
By W. B. Nuzum 


A field trip, business meeting and 
a talk by Dr. Richard P. White, of 
the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen, made the get-together of 
Colorado nurserymen on August 31 
an eventful one, with nurservmen 
traveling from Cheyenne, Wyo., to 
Fort Collins Colo., to attend the 
meeting. 

The field trip, which took place 
at the Cheyenne horticultural sta- 
tion, Cheyenne, Wyo., was an edu- 
cational event giving nurserymen an 
opportunity to observe fertilizing 
tests, turf plots, hedge plantings and 
a block of evergreens under the guid- 
ance of their host, Dr. A. C. Hil- 
dreth, station horticulturist. 

The field trip began with a tour 
of plots where nurserymen could ob- 
serve the results of many different 
combinations of commercial ferti- 
lizers used on turf. The fertilizer 
which appeared to be most effective 
consisted of five pounds of ammoni- 
um nitrate and five pounds of iron 
sulphate to 1,000 square feet. 

Examination of the station’s test 
plot of grasses followed, and many 
nurserymen commented that Ken- 
tucky bluegrass still seems to be far 
out in the lead. 

Passing to the hedge block, where 
approximately 70 different plants 
were placed in rows and trimmed 
into hedges, nurserymen found many 
surprises. Chief among them was 
discovering the well-known box eld- 
er, Acer negundo, trimmed as a 
hedge. 

To conclude the field trip, nurs- 
erymen visited the evergreen plant- 
ings, where it was seen that many 
decorative conifers will grow beauti- 
fully in the area without irrigation, 
and the breeding grounds, where 
many new varieties of chrysanthe- 
mums and pinks were observed.

REPORT ANTIBIOTICS 
ATTACK PLANT DISEASES 
Evidence that certain antibiotics 

commonly used in medicine may be 
effective in fighting diseases of plants 
is accumulating in the files of plant 
disease research workers. 

Successful experimental work was 
reported at a midwestern scientific 
conference held during September by 
scientists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and of the 
University of Missouri. 

The first group of research work- 
ers, Dr. John W. Mitchell, Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Zaumeyer and William H. 
Preston, Jr., of the U. S. D. A,, 
Beltsville, Md., told a meeting of 
the American Institute of Biological 
Sciences, at Madison, Wis., of their 
success in controlling halo blight of 
beans by using a streptomycin spray 
as a systemic bactericide. 

The antibiotic has the ability to 
penetrate plant tissue and_ then 
spread in an upward-outward course 
through the plant’s circulatory sys- 
tem. An extremely small quantity 
of the chemical, 25 micrograms, ap- 
plied to the stems reduced the sever- 
ity of halo blight symptoms which 
had developed on nearby 
Fifty micrograms arrested symptom 
development and 100 micrograms 
completely prevented symptom de- 
velopment. 

The scientists found that the anti- 
biotic was not taken up by the plant’s 
roots from a soil mixture, but had 
to be applied directly to the tissues. 
They also found that the plant will 
not circulate the chemical from the 
top down, but only upward and out- 
ward. Plants showing severe blight 
symptoms were cured by dipping the 
05 per cent 


leaves. 


leaves and stems in a 
solution of the antibiotic. 

At the same conference, Dr. Rob- 
ert N. Goodman, of the University 
of Missouri, described the results of 
experiments with a combination of 
streptomycin and terramycin in the 
control of fireblight of apple trees. 
The two antibiotics were combined, 
100 parts to 500 parts, with 1,000,- 
000 parts water and applied in a 
spray. They found that this com- 
pletely cured the infected trees.

Nut Growers Meet 
By W. M. Beckert 


The 44th annual meeting of the 
Northern Nut Growers Association 
was held at Rochester, N. Y., from 
August 31 to September 2. Repre- 
sentatives from 17 states and Canada 
enjoyed the fine hospitality of the 
people of Rochester and were over- 
whelmed by the excellence of the re- 
reception and planning by the Roch- 
ester parks department. The depart- 
ment proved itself an ideal host. 


Election of Officers 


The annual meeting began with an 
association business meeting on the 
morning of August 31. President 
Richard B. Best, Columbiana Seed 
Co., Eldred, Ill., called the meeting 
to order in the auditorium of the 
Rochester museum. Wilbur Wright, 
director of the Rochester city parks, 
welcomed the association to Roches- 
ter. After a short business meeting, 
nominations for officers were made, 
the elections being held at the busi- 
ness meeting after the banquet Wed- 
nesday night. Mr. Best was re-elected 
president; Gilbert Becker, Climax, 
Mich., vice-president; Spencer B. 
Chase, Chase Greenhouses, Inc.., 
Knoxville, Tenn., secretary, and 
Prof. W. S. Clarke, Jr., Pennsylvania 
State College, State College, Pa.., 
treasurer. 

At the afternoon session, Dr, J. W 
McKay, horticulturist, United States 
Department of Agriculture plant in- 
dustry station, Beltsville, Md., re- 
ported on the breeding work that is 
being carried on with Chinese chest- 
nuts and walnuts. Dr. McKay stated 
that seeds from hybrid walnuts pro- 
duced a wide variation in the re- 
sulting progeny. The obstacles have 
been the difficulty in obtaining seeds 
from known crosses and the length 
of time required to fruit the seedlings 
from such crosses. The progeny of 
Chinese chestnut crosses have similar 
characteristics. 

Prof. David A. Caldwell, New 
York State College of Forestry, Syra- 
cuse, then reported on the natural 
variation of shagbark hickory in cen- 
tral New York. Professor Caldwell 
examined 158 shagbark hickories, 
and the differences encountered in- 
volved the number of leaflets, size 
and shape of the terminal buds, size 
of the leaf and the type and shape 
of the nuts produced. Some of the 
nuts found were so thin-shelled that 
they could be cracked by biting on 
them.

At its annual meeting, held Sep- 
ember 8 at Madison, Wis., the flori- 
culture and ornamental horticulture 
section of the American Society fo 
Horticultural Science passed a reso- 
lution to establish a committee to 
deal with grading and standards of 
horticultural specialty crops. The 
committee will cooperate with the 
horticultural standards committee of 
the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen, the grades and standards 
committee of the Society of Ameri- 
can Florists and personnel of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Subsequent to preliminary 
work, the committee will be respon- 
sible for informing their fellow bio- 
logical scientists in floriculture and 
ornamental horticulture of develop- 
ments to date, research needs, results 
of research and progress in industry 
and consumer acceptance and us 
of grades and standards 

Establishment of this committee 
was the result of recommendations 
made by M. Truman Fossum, bureau 
of agricultural economics, U.S.D.A.. 
in a paper entitled “Marketing Re- 
search Problems for the Biological 
Scientists of Floriculture and Orna- 
mental Horticulture.”

Mr. Fossum presented _ several 
practical applications of how this 
better understanding might be util- 
ized to serve the nurserymen. It is 
the work of biological scientists, he 
cited as one example, to discover the 
effect of temperature and_ photo 
period on various crops under differ- 
ent conditions. The conversion of 
such findings into commercial prac- 
tices can result in a need for 
studies in order to ascertain 


cCco- 


nomic 
the effects of the new findings upon 
cost, price, management and func- 


tion of existing crops, facilities and 
practices. Specifically, factors influ- 
encing the forcing of azaleas can be 


more meaningful if related to eco- 
nomic data such as prices and de- 
mand. 


The dissemination and utilization 
of the research is the final step out- 
lined by Mr. Fossum to solve current 
marketing research problems. This 
is in turn dependent upon a common 
language in terms of grades and 
standards. Lack of meaningful meas- 
urements and terminology for grades 
and standards is a serious limitation, 
and it is in this area that biologists 
and social scientists may well begin 
their cooperation with the industry. 

The committee for grades and 
standards of horticultural specialty 
crops established by the American 
Society of Horticultural Science

CALIFORNIA SHRUBS 


As the title indicates, “Flowering 
Shrubs of California and Thei 
Value to the Gardener,” by Lester 
Rowntree, was written strictly fon 
the gardener. In 317 pages, the au- 
thor, who is a well-known writer and 
lecturer, discusses shrubs indigenous 
to California which are particularly 
suited to wild gardens. Shrubs which 
grow only on the desert are not in- 
cluded, and the genera of ceanothus 
and arctostaphylos are afforded 
space and prominence corresponding 
to the important role they play in 
California landscaping. Stanford 
University Press, Stanford, Calif., is 
the publisher of the book, which sells 
for $3.50. 

The book contains a list of hardy 
and semihardy California shrubs, an 
index and 56 full-page photographs 
taken by the author.

TREES AS SOUND BARRIERS 


The sound-proofing effect of plant- 
ings of trees and shrubs and their 
increasing value as a buffer against 
traffic noises along parkways and 
expressways were described in a re- 
cent article in the New York Times. 

The evidence for the article was 
drawn from research data supplied 
by Robert Moses, New York con- 
struction coordinator, and Wilbur 
H. Simonson, bureau of public roads, 
United States Department of Com- 
merce. In describing the results on 
parkways in New York city, Mr. 
Moses said: 

“Landscaping absorbs considera- 
ble noise which otherwise makes the 
abutting area less desirable for resi- 
dents. We aim in the case of park- 
ways to create ribbon or shoestring 
parks, as distinguished from mere 
gasoline gullies. Both car passengers 
and nearby residents benefit equal- 
ly.” 

Mr. Simonson said that beneficial 
results from border planting to re- 
duce traffic noises have been reported 
from several sections of the country. 
Reports from experiments indicated 
that dense evergreen growth offered 
the best barrier to traffic noises 
among roadside plantings. However, 
he said, there is a definite lack of 
scientific knowledge about the buffer 
values of most varieties of trees and 
shrubbery. 

Data to supply this information 
are now being gathered throughout 
the country by the American Associ- 
ation of State Highway Officials and 
federal government landscape ex- 
perts. Mr. Simonson cited prelimi- 
nary studies received by the research 
board as indicating that if surface 
barrier slopes facing the source of 
noise are absorptive, such as thick 
grassy turf, dense vines or similar 
planting, the over-all sound reduc- 
tions in abutting areas are estimated 
at from 45 to 60 per cent. 


NEW SEEDLESS GRAPES 


Two sister seedling grapes ob- 
tained from a cross between Ontario 
and Sultanina (also known as 
Thompson Seedless) have been intro- 
duced by fruit breeders at the ex- 
periment station, at Geneva, N. Y. 

The newcomers have been named 
Himrod and Romulus, in keep- 
ing with the practice at the station 
of using place names in the state’s 
grape-growing areas in the naming 
of new grape varieties. 

The new varieties are recommend- 
ed for trial where winter tempera- 
tures do not go below minus 15 de- 
grees Fahrenheit.

were rooting well, but the fine, fat. 
sturdy ones taken from the tips of 
vigorous-growing shoots which had 
rather thick stems. We concluded 
that it was the size and general 
vigor of these cuttings which were 
influencing the speed of rooting and 
not, as we had previously thought, 
the application of a heavy wound. 

As soon as this fact was noted, I 
called for an additional batch of 500 
cuttings made from thick wood, 
which in some instances was that 
section below the point where the 
first tip cutting had been removed. 
But in general these thick cuttings 
were terminal growths of the stur- 
dier type. These were all treated 
with a heavy wound and 2 per cent 
IBA and were inserted about June 
16. All cuttings were then main- 
tained under a constant heavy mist, 
with large quantities of water being 
applied throughout the day, so 
much so, in fact, that it was easy 
to gather up a handful of the root- 
ing medium and squeeze out water. 
Under these extremely wet, hot and 
humid conditions the cuttings root- 
ed rapidly, and by the middle of 
July we were able to lift the whole 
batch for potting 


Vigorous Cuttings Rooted Best 


Our original findings were con- 
firmed. All the cuttings which were 
not rooted were of the thin. spindly 
type; almost without exception the 
stronger and thicker the cutting the 
stronger and more vigorous the root- 
ing. The one exception was wher 
these thick cuttings had been cut 
down into firm wood which was not 
actively in growth. A large percen- 
tage of that small first batch, which 
had been dry for two hours, had 
dropped its leaves and was useless 
It was on the leaves of these cut- 
tings only that we had trouble with 
fungus disease, which attacked th 
brown and dead edges. Later batches, 
which had been carefully watched 
at every point and protected against 
dryness, had retained their leaves 
without damage, and rooting per- 
centages were much higher. Finally 
the last batch, taken two wecks after 
the first lot. was all stronelv rooted 
with a high percentage, only about 
90 cuttings having to be restuck 

All the cuttings were put into 
2'%-inch pots in our usual potting 
compost and immediately returned 
to the house from which they had 
just been lifted. We maintained sim- 
ilar conditions under the fog line 
and, of course, the nm wly potted 
plants were well-soaked in with the 
hose.

started to make new roots and within 
a week were rooting around the pot. 
Many of the cuttings had come to 
a condition of comparative dorman- 
cy but, after being potted and under 
the stimulus of heat and water, new 
growth commenced, and some cut- 
tings put on as much as three or four 
inches. Every effort was made to 
encourage the production of new 
growth in this way, because I believe 
it to be an important factor in the 
successful overwintering of the root- 
ed cuttings. 


Overwintering 


This problem of overwintering 
well-rooted cuttings is a perennial 
one and affects almost all summer 
and fall-rooted cuttings to a greater 
or lesser extent. There seem to be 
two or possibly three ways to attack 
this problem. The first is the pre- 
conditioning of the rooted cutting to 
bring it to a suitable condition 
pass through the winter. I mean by 
this to so treat the cutting immedi- 
ately after it has been rooted that it 
changes its internal structure and 
composition in some way that will 
enable it to pass through the winte1 
without damage. 


o> > 


This change in condition seems to 
be associated with a new movement 
toward top growth, because we have 
proved conclusively on late summer- 
rooted cuttings of magnolias that, 
if cuttings are well-rooted and well- 
established in pots but still make no 
move toward top growth, as evi- 
denced either by the swelling of the 
terminal buds or actual growth, the 
cuttings will in all probability die. 
But, on the other hand, if the slight- 
est move toward top growth is made, 
the cuttings will usually survive 
considerable extremes of  winte 
weather without damage. I believe 
that this principle of movement 
toward top growth after rooting is a 
most important one in the precondi- 
tioning of many types of cuttings 
and, although we have seen clear evi- 
dence of its value only on magnolias 
so far, I believe that we do have a 
fundamental and generally applica- 
ble rule. 

The second method of attack is to 
provide adequate protection for this 
young material once it has been con- 
ditioned for overwintering. This usu- 
ally involves the use of deep frames, 
the careful protection of shades and 
the virtual sealing down of the 
frames, should a long spell of cold 
weather set in. With sash closed and 
mats spread, sunlight is eliminated 
and the minimum of fluctuation in 
temperature provided. It is this care- 
ful adjustment of conditions to pro-

Even then they must not be- 
come really dry, and the fog lin 
should be used regularly. 

8. Maintain high day tempera- 
tures—70 degrees and over—cither 
by trapping sun heat or by provid- 
ing it. 

This may seem like a formidabl 
array of requirements for the root- 
ing of these cuttings, but it is not so 
difficult to provide as may appear at 
first sight. We found this season that 
sood perce ntages of well-rooted cut- 
tings can be had. We finally rooted 
just short of 8.000 from the 10.500 
we inserted. However, the methods 
need confirming by many growers 
next season, and it is for this pur- 
pose that the results so far obtained

Correction 

In a recent discussion on the ust 
of iron sequestrene, I made a state- 
ment that “the lower the pH, the 
more difficult did the question of 
iron become.” I based this statement 
upon discussions some time ago with

Chadwick kindly points out to me 
that this statement of mine, simply 
referring to iron, is not correct. Hi 
says, “It has been our experienc: 
that we obtain much more chlorosis 
under conditions of a high pH than 
we do under a low pH. From intor- 
mation I have available there is in 
dication that iron is highly availabl 
at the low pH’s and decreases rapidly 
as the pH rises. Ferric sulphate be- 
comes unavailable at pH’s above 5.)

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a rule emphasized the shade-loving 
plants and that windbreaks are be- 
coming popular as part of the out- 
door living room facilities. The wind- 
breaks were of several different kinds 
of material. Some were the standard 
redwood walls, others used painted 
redwood ; some used plastics that were 
transparent, while others preferred 
to show the nontransparent plastics 
Glass had its friends, too, some per- 
sons using opaque glass, others using 
clear glass. These windbreaks serve 

dual purpose. First and foremost 
they reduce the cool winds which 
come into the outdoor living rooms 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon in 
the bay area and which often send 
one into the house long before the 
sun has set. They also serve to screen 
other parts of the yard and can 
divide the various sections of the 
yard into the several areas recom- 
mended by the landscape architects. 

There were two separate sections 
for the nurserymen. One was under 
cover, the other in the open. Most 
of the ornamental nurserymen who 
exhibited had space in both sections 

The M. & B. Nursery, Sunnyvale, 
was a newcomer to this show. The 
firm’s display stressed the shade- 
loving types of plants, such as African 
violets, crotons and other hardy. 
woody foliage plants, for edgings and 
borders, with a beautiful display of 
pelargoniums, well-flowered and 
plainly labeled. 

One of the outstanding exhibits 
constructed by the Christensen Nurs- 
ery, Belmont, was in the covered 
area. It featured a patio with a 
bamboo windbreak and a partial roof 
of redwood lath. This gave one pro- 
tection, shade or sun as one desired.

Another of the firm’s exhibits fea- 
tured a canvas-covered patio set for 
a picnic or outdoor party.

SANTA CLARA COUNTY FAIR 

Nurseries of Santa Clara county, 
California, were well-represented at 
the county fair and obviously tried 
to make that section of the event the 
equal of other better known horticul- 
tural shows in the San Francisco 
bay area. The population in the area 
is increasing so fast one can hardly 
keep up with it, and the demand for 
home plantings has increased in pro- 
portion. These new homeowners were 
out in force during the entire show, 
which ran from September 14 to 21. 

The outdoor room was predom- 
inant in the minds of the display de- 
signers, and rather than employ the 
services of landscape architects, as 
is done in many shows, the nursery- 
men put themselves in the place of 
the new homeowner and successfully 
employed ideas in keeping with the 
area and the pocketbooks of these 
customers. The elaborate, formal 
garden requiring part-time, if not 
full-time, gardeners was conspicious 
by its absence. 

Among the gardens which seemed 
to attract special attention was one 
by Barbaccia’s Nursery, San Jose. 
The lawn was limited to a size 
for which one could easily care. 
Walks were of red gravel, and 
wrought-iron furniture added to the 
informal atmosphere. The plantings 
were composed partly of annuals and 
partly of perennials, with few shrubs, 
and yet in all it was a restful and 
satisfactory home back yard. 

Navlet Nursery, San Jose, made 
good use of shrubs, and there were 
several of the semitropicals which 
do well in Santa Clara county. 
Among these were tender hibiscus 
and citrus plants. Interplanted to 
give variation in foliage color and 
size were evergreen and deciduous 
natives. The lawn area was relatively 
large, and in its center was a circu- 
lar area planted to succulents. It was 
a garden anyone could have, on the 
standard 60 to 70 by 100 to 120-foot 
lot now so popular with the subdi- 
viders and local builders. 


Elliot’s Nursery, Los Gatos, pro- 
vided the design for the larger and 
more established home garden. One 
of its features was a novel barbecue 
pit, apparently designed by one who 
had experience with this kind of out- 
door cooking equipment, which 
seemed convenient for the large 
party or the family home picnic. It 
was located in a somewhat concealed 
area of the yard, with easy access to 
the house and the source of supplies. 
The windbreak was of wide redwood, 
with spacing between the boards to 
allow some light and some air to

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pass through, while the roof, of the 
same material, was solider in con- 
struction. The picnic table was set 
with modern-style plates and flat- 
ware on redwood tables, to which 
were drawn redwood seats that 
looked more comfortable than such 
furniture often is. The plantings 
were of shade-loving plants, largely 
shrubs, ferns and fuchsias. Adjoining 
the picnic area and separated from 
it with a plastic partition was a play 
area. 

The amateur exhibits were limited 
to small dish gardens and large 
arrangements of cut flowers. 


The Santa Clara Orchid Society 
had a redwood conservatory which 
one could not enter, though the 
flowers could be seen through its 
glass windows. Hanging or fastened 
to the background were potted or- 
chids in full bloom. They were mostly 
cattleyas. On the ground were sev- 
eral other kinds of orchids, all good 
plants and all full of well-grown and 
carefully tended flowers. The green 
effect was provided by the maiden- 
hair ferns in pots. This organization 
is composed of amateurs and profes- 
sionals, and, as seems to be the case 
with the various chapters of the 
American Orchid Society, the com- 
mercial and private growers work 
closely together in the setting up of 
exhibits at the several fairs in the 
area. Although orchids are always 
an attraction to the public, this one 
seemed to draw and hold all ages 
and all types who admired not only 
orchids as such, but the excellent 
arrangement of the exhibit and the 
perfection of the flowers.

concerning the merchandising of 
nursery products as it is done today 
were featured, the short course was 
by no means devoted to selling. J. C. 
Taylor, of the Ontario Agricultural 
College, Guelph, Ont., gave an illus- 
trated talk on the new varieties of 
iris, day lily, Phlox paniculata and 
P. subulata and peony. He did 
not suggest any care of these plants, 
but listed the leading varieties of 
each, describing in full their color 
and character over several years of 
testing. Chairman Rogers regarded 
this knowledge as a great advantage, 
particularly to landscape men, for 
they were thus able to give the cus- 
tomer the best plant in the garden 
and to satisfy him in doing so. 

Dr. Shoemaker, head of the hor- 
ticultural department at the On- 
tario Agricultural College, attended 
the course and expressed a few 
ideas on the success of these short 
courses, of which he was one of the 
instigators six years ago. 

The last speaker the first after- 
noon was Dr. R. A. Ludwig, science 
service laboratory, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, London, 
Ont. He gave a short talk on the 
experimental work in the new lab- 
oratory at London. He described the 
various pests that were in the west- 
ern provinces of Canada and which 
laboratory scientists are trying to 
combat before they reach the east- 
ern provinces. 

Tour Greenhouses 


The afternoon concluded with an 
enjoyable tour of the greenhouses 
and campus at the university. J. K. 
Johnason, who conducted it, showed 
details of work he is doing in the 
greenhouses. Dr. Sherwood Fox, for- 
mer president of the university, was 
an ardent horticulturist. A beauti- 
ful campus surrounds the many 
university buildings and rolls fon 
miles, to remain as one of the 
monuments to his interest in horti- 
culture. 

Recently the Canada Department 
of Agriculture built a science serv- 
ice laboratory on the campus. On 
the second morning, a tour of two 
hours’ duration was made through 
it. The tour was conducted by Dr. 
Hilbert Martin, director, and Dr. 
R. A. Ludwig, his assistant, and 
the equipment and services being 
made available to that part of On- 
tario were outlined.

Visit to McConnell Nursery Co. 


Possibly the best attended part of 
the program was the tour of the 
McConnell Nursery Co., near Port 
Burwell, on the second day. En rout 
from London to the nursery, Mr. 
and Mrs. Spencer McConnell were 
hosts to the group for luncheon at 
the Town and Country Club, St. 
Thomas, Ont. 

Upon arrival at the nursery, the 
motorcade of cars slowly toured the 
grounds. This gave everyone an 
opportunity to see the complete pic- 
ture and return to examine under 
the guidance of the nursery fore- 
man those points of most interest. 
Of particular interest was the re- 
modeled farm barn that now serves 
as an air-conditioned storage build- 
ing for roses, shrubs and other nurs- 
ery stock. An even temperature of 
32 degrees Fahrenheit, immune to 
moisture, can be maintained through- 
out the winter without heating. The 
air-conditioning system evolved a 
few years ago at the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College was installed in this 
immense storage building. The sys- 
tem is under thermostatic control 
Even with the temperature soaring 
to about 94 degrees in the shade that 
afternoon, the atmosphere in_ the 
storage building was cool and invit- 
ing. Also creating interest was a 
lath house of original design. It 
was constructed with a steel frame 
and wooden lath. Attention was paid 
to the large aluminum pipe irri- 
gation system in operation. It was 
installed two years ago at a cost ol 
about $25,000. Water is pumped 
three quarters of a mile from a creek, 
after being lifted up a 75-foot em- 
bankment by electric pumps. 

A special fumigation plot was set 
up and held the interest of the crowd 
for some time. It was being treated 
with Dowfume MC-2, which is 
sponsored by Plant Products, of 
Toronto.

At the beginning of the Rand 
Corp. landscape job, Mr. Evans es- 


tablished final grades and _ super- 
vised installation of the sprinkler 
system. Soil was moistened down 


before application of the conditioner, 
but it was not flooded and was in 
workable condition when Krilium 
was applied. Application was made 
with an ordinary fertilizer spreader 
in smaller conditioner can 
be applied by hand). It is recom- 
mended that soil be worked into the 
condition of a good seedbed before 
application of soil conditioner. Af- 
ter the conditioner was rotary-tilled 
into the soil to a 3-inch depth, Mr. 
Evans applied 80 pounds of fertilizer 
to 1,000 square feet (nitrohumus 
fertilizer). It is often practical to 


arcas 


work the soil conditioner and the 
fertilizer into the soil in the same 
operation. 

After application of the condi- 


tioner and fertilizer, Mr. Evans seed- 
ed the area (70,000 square feet 
at the rate of four pounds of seed 
to 1,000 square feet, using a mixture 
made up of 20 per cent Chewing’s 
fescue, 20 per cent colonial bent and 
60 per cent premium Kentucky blue- 
grass. 

Mr. Evans also said that the use 
of the conditioner permitted elimina- 
tion of a steer manure top-dressing 


ordinarily used in lawn _ building. 
When a conditioner is not used, 
this top-dressing is applied aftet 


seeding and rolling. In the case of 
the Rand project, however, seeds 
were simply raked, rolled in and 
watered, with no subsequent top- 
dressing of any kind. 

While Mr. Evans did not. disclose 
the total cost of the Rand project, 
he said that “the use of 700 pounds 
of conditioner costs considerably less 
than excavating, removing and re- 
placing soil—the other method.” 

Watering routines were carefully 
established by Mr. Evans for the 
germination and emergence period 
of the lawn. Watering was done 
by an automatic sprinkler system, 
with hand watering along the edges 
of the lawn and in other areas where 
wind caused sprinkler spray to drift. 

Mr. Evans cautioned that appli- 
cation of a fertilizer while the soil 
conditioner is being worked into the 
definitely advisable, as the 
conditioner itself has no nutrient 
value and must be supplemented 
by normal feeding practices. He also 
pointed out that the chemical stabi- 
lizes or maintains good soil struc- 
ture only after it has been established 
by manual or mechanical means.

“If we grew any larger,” John 
Broggi points out, “we would have 
to hire a full-time clerk. And if we 
hired a full-time clerk, we would 
have to be busier to pay his salary 
and would consequently have to do 
more advertising, so that my wife 
and I would probably be working 
harder, too. Our business is healthy, 
we have all we can care for and we 
want to remain about the size we 
are.” 

The Broggis concede that they 
have periods of slump but welcome 
these as they afford a chance to rest 
after the busy spring and fall sea- 
sons. On the other hand, they have 
many customers whom they see fre- 
quently during the entire year. 
A large side line is maintained in 
pet supplies, which include frozen 
horse meat, canned dog foods (sold 
in the more economical case _ lots 
as well as by the can), fish and bird 
supplies, dog collars and leashes 
in fact, everything in the pet line 
but the pets themselves. 

“The items we carry for pets,” 
they point out, “enable us to see our 
customers every week of the year. 
for the dog has to be fed and the 
bird has to be fed even in the middle 
of winter. When a customer stops 
by for dog food, he may also buy 
something for the garden— if in sea- 
son—or a house plant.” 

As part of the pet supply line. 
the shop offers winter bird feeders. 
sunflowers, suet balls to hang in 
trees and other equipment for 
attracting and feeding birds in the 
vard. 

John Broggi explains the nature 
of the shop’s stock by saying that 
it includes “anything that can be 
used in the back yard.” This 
description covers a manifold variety 
of items—lawn chairs, umbrellas. 
plastic play ponds, barbecues and 


others. 


Patrons Ask Self-service 


One of the merchandising meth- 
ods most responsible for the success 
of the shop is the use of self-service 
Che Broggi’s did not originally in- 
tend to have a self-service system 
A counter extended along one sid 
of the store, and the Broggis stood 
behind it “waiting on trade,” taking 
merchandise—fertilizers, weed kill- 
ers, etc.—off the selves behind them 
as the customers requested them 

Self-service was the customers’ 
idea. Looking over the counter at

On the other hand, the garden 
magazines, with circulations of thou- 
sands and with moderate advertis- 
ing rates, would reach the markets 
that nurserymen want.

Kansas nurserymen then 
their attention to routine 
matters, committee reports and dis- 
cussions of legislation. 

Ralph Skinner, on behalf of the 
necrology committee, reported that 
the following three members had 
passed away during the past year:

Then followed the report of 
Eugene Wilson, Kansas chapter dele- 
gate to the American Association of 
Nurserymen, supplemented by the 
report of Vernon Marshall, Arling- 
ton, Neb., representative from region 
+. Ray Keen, secretary-treasurer, 
next reported to the group. His re- 
port showed the association to be in 
a healthy, prosperous condition. 

The association voted to assist the 
Eisenhower foundation, of Abilene, 
in carrying out its landscape plans 
for the new museum by donating the 
necessary nursery stock. This assist- 
ance will be in the form of voluntary 
contributions by the members. W. A. 
Flynn, Garden Place Nursery, Abi- 
lene, is working with the architect 
in charge. 

The new law passed by the Kansas 
legislature, requiring tree sprayers 
to pay a license fee of $50, was the 
subject of a hot discussion, being 
opposed by most of the nurserymen 
present. It was the contention of 
several that the law, which 
aimed primarily at the control of 
irresponsible, fly-by-night pest con- 
trol men is working a hardship on 
nurserymen, who are called upon to 
spray trees which they have planted 
for customers. As tree sprayers are 
already subject to license fees in some 
cities, the state law is an added bur- 
den for them.

Plants for the City 


Landscape material for cities was 
the subject of a talk by John Firsch- 
ing, landscape engineer of the city 
of Wichita. “The appearance of 
city,” stated Mr. Firsching, “depends 
not only upon its street trees and 
parks, but also upon the landscaping 
of individual homes; thus the land- 
scape nurserymen has a civic respon- 
sibility. 


“Cities, like nurseries, tend to ust 
the stock they have on hand, often- 
times in places where it does not be- 
long, merely because it is available 
Knowledge of the adaptability of 
nursery stock is important. The 
planter must know what a shrub will 
look like not only when first set out 
but also years later. Form, rapidity 
of growth and suitability of location 
are all-important considerations.” 

Mr. Firsching stated that he 
planned to issue by 1954 a list of 
plant material that he has found to 
be adapted to the Wichita area. 

The program for the second day 
of the convention was opened by Dr. 
W. F. Pickett, head of the horticul- 
ture department of Kansas State 
College, Manhattan, with a talk en- 
titled ““Progress.”” Dr. Pickett stated 
that the experiment station was con- 
sidering taking over the land being 
given up by the federal soil conserva- 
tion nursery at Manhattan. This 
nursery is being discontinued by 
executive order. Results will depend 
upon what the state law will permit 
the station to do and what conces- 
sions the federal government can 
make. The land in question is con- 
veniently located adjoining a farm 
now owned by the college and used 
by the department of horticulture for 
experimental purposes. 


Business Forecast 


A business forecast was made by 
Dr. W. A. Nielander, dean of the 
school of business administration, 
University of Wichita, who entitled 
his talk “A Few Business Compass 
Points for the Short Pull.” 

The trend of retail sales, accord- 
ing to Dr. Nielander, has been favor- 
able this year and is likely to remain 
so. Retail sales for the country as 
a whole should be up $8,000,000,000 
over 1952.

Reductions in defense spending are 
not going to cause a recession. De- 
fense spending is no longer so im- 
portant as it was. It is not likely 
to decline below present levels; in 
fact, it may have to be increased. 

A trend which the nurseryman 
should not ignore, warned Dr. Nie- 
lander, is the “do it yourself” idea.

tainer growing. With this precedent 
established, no further problems with 
this tax are expected, Mr. Merz con- 
cluded. 

A proposal to establish a state- 
wide uniform closing day was intro- 
duced by Harold Prickett, of the host 
Redwood chapter. The matter was 
referred to a committee for study, to 
be reported upon at some future 
time. 

The committee headed by Jack 
Schneider investigating changes in 
the issuance of state nursery licenses 
made the following recommenda- 
tions: (1) that no examination be 
required for licenses; (2) that there 
be two types of license issued, (a 
primary, which would cover all legi- 
timate retail and wholesale appli- 
cants, and (b) secondary, for sea- 
sonal growers, hobbyists and others 
not earning their livelihood from 
these operations; (3) that all nurs- 
eries should be inspected and passed 
for general cleanliness before license 
renewals each year, and (4) that 
the yearly license fee be raised from 
$15 to $25. 


It was the opinion of the board 
that the first two recommendations 
were worth further consideration. 
The third proposal was not consid- 
ered workable, while the suggestion 
of raising the fee was left to the 
discretion of the state bureau of 
nursery services. Wray Hiltabrand, 
chief of this organization, pointed 
out code changes that enzhled his 
office to issue officially the state 
registry. He reported that there had 
been a slight decrease in the number 
of licenses issued the past year, but 
that the use by firms of the pinto 
tag was definitely on the increase. 


Dues Raise Considered 


Next, a lively discussion was con- 
ducted upon the proposal of raising 
the minimum yearly dues. Jack 
Schneider introduced figures which 
indicated that, at the present time, 
servicing the members costs more 
than the existing dues minimum of 
$25. Finally, a compromise figure 
was reached at a $30 base. The pro- 
posal of increasing the refunds to 
the chapters from the dues, intro 
duced by Juel Christensen, was 
rejected. 

Reporting on progress of the now 
firmly established group insurance 
program, Pressley N. Jones, of Los 
Angeles, advised the board that at 
the present time 344 firms are 
enrolled in the plan. Mr. Jones 
stated that for the immediate future 
no increase in rates or depletion of 
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gentle penetrating rain

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benefits is foreseen. He urged that 
members be more prompt in filing 
claims and keep premium payments 
current. Firms now in the association 
but not enrolled in the plan now 
have 90 days to join: otherwise a 
year’s waiting period must be faced, 
according to Mr. Jones. This restric- 
tion, however, does not apply to new 
members, he stated. 

Since the enrollment in the newly 
formed life insurance plan now com- 
plies with the state requirements, 
this new coverage is expected to be 
come effective October 1.

Executive Secretary's Report 


“The length of shadow of one 
business is usually due to one man,” 
said Mr. Evans, in the way of pay- 
ing tribute to Executive Secretary 
Elmer J. Merz, as the latter arose 
to give his annual report. 

Mr. Merz, completing his sixth 
year as secretary of the association, 
outlined briefly (1) the favorable 
legislation obtained during the past 
assembly session, (2) progress toward 
solutions of the personal property 
and use tax problems, (3) clarifica- 
tion of social security and unemploy- 
ment codes in relation to the nursery 
industry, (4) the continued favorable 
increase in membership which, at 
the present pace, will achieve the 
1,000 goal by 1955, (5) further 
aspects of the publicity and public 
relations project and (6) the healthy 
state of the various insurance plans. 
In conclusion, he strongly urged 
complete support by the members of 
all association activities. 

As the honored guest and speaker 
of the morning session, Mr. Evans 
introduced John Siebenthaler, the 
Siebenthaler Co., Dayton, O., presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
Nurserymen, who discussed _ the 
topic, “Objectives, Activities, Serv- 
ices and Projects of the A. A. N.” 

“Our goal is to maintain and in- 
crease membership in the A. A. N. 
by creating correct basic attitudes,” 
said Mr. Siebenthaler. “These are 

1) temperance, or maintaining a 
balance between all types of busi- 
nesses within the nursery industry, 
2) tolerance, or respect for the 
opinions and rights of others in rela- 
tion to nursery practices and needs, 
3) teamwork—there is no ceiling 
on work in the nursery business, 
find what the majority want and 
then go ahead—and (4) trust, in 
God, in the future of our country, 
in our neighbors, in the merchants, 
salesmen, competitors, elected and 
appointed officials and in ourselves.
